A LITTLE BOAT THAT

It is ensy to make a simple 
little boat that will move alon 
in the water without mechanica 
appliances of any-kind. , Cut out 
of a thin piece of tinfoil’a shape 
something like a boat, about wre 
inches in length, with a trian 
nick at the end. The tinfojl 
be very thin. Then place this 
gently on the surface of the water 
so that it will float.
